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Report Of The Moderator 


This may prove to be one of the most 
historic years in the history of the 
Southeast Convention. “New occasions 
have taught new duties’, and brought 
new opportunities. These have been 
faced courageously by the Staff, the 
Board of Directors, and the Churches. 

It was a low moment when the Board 
of Directors accepted with reluctance 
the resignation of the Reverend Miss 
Annie R. Campbell, and were faced wi- 
th the occasion of her replacement. It 
was a high moment indeed when mon- 
ths later the Committee to Secure a 
Minister of Christian Education pre- 
sented the name and person of the Rev- 
erend Miss Emilie F, Pitcock as their 
choice for the position. 

Another matter of newness with po- 
tential history-making consequence is 
the voting on the Constitution of the 
United Church of Christ by the church- 
es. The Board of Directors approved the 
Constitution and recommended that all 
of our churches vote on it before the 
deadline of June 1, 1961. It is my firm 
conviction that when the votes are tab- 
ulated, our Convention will reveal it- 
self as a body of cooperative churches 
whose purpose is to be an integral part 
of the new adventure into Christian 
unity through the United Church. 

Our Christian World Mission giving 
the pest year was the greatest in our 
history. If we continue faithfully with 
the increase as our Home Board sub- 


sidy is reduced, we shall be able to 
continue on our “Program of Pro- 
gress.” 

It has been a pleasure to work so

Carl Sanford, who attended the Pre- 
school Conference at Elmhurst two 
years ago from our area. This fall the 
Kindergarten courses will be ready end 
we all look forward to these excitedly. 

During August three, Leadership 
Growth Workshops were held, with ve- 
ry small attendance, but giving us val- 
uable insights toward the planning cf 
future leadership training. 

The Christian Education Committee, 
with small attendance, met in Decem- 
ber to review the work of Christian 
education in the Southeast Convention 
and make plans for the future. We 
missed the inspiration and guidance of 
Miss Campbell at this meeting. At this 
time the schedule for the Rev. Miss 
Leila W. Anderson was plannec and 
left to the Association chairmen of 
South Alabama, East Alabama, and 
North Alabama to work out in detail. 
Miss Anderson, the Pilgrim Circuit Ri- 
der, is spending time in these areas of 
Alabama over a period of several years, 
working with churches as part of her 
specific responsibility in Christian ed- 
ucation. She is always a welcome vis- 
itor in the Southeast Convention, 

The Rev. Clarence W. Baldwin has 
worked closely with the Pilgrim Fel- 
lowship officers in planning for the 
Pilgrim Fellowship Annual Meeting in 
Birmingham. The P. Fers asked the 
support of the committee in planning 
a P & T (Planning and Training) Con- 
ference for local P. F. officers. The 
committee voted to support this ven- 
ture and cleared the weekend of Au- 
gust 25-27, 1961, at Southern Union 
College for this important meeting. 

The schedule of Camps and Confer- 
ences was reviewed. Most of them 
seemed to be under way in their plan- 
ning. Leaders of the conferences were 
urged to attend the Deans Training 
Conference at Avon Park, Florida. It

Report Of Committee 
Survey And Church Aid 


It is a dangerous practice to rely on 
statistics alone to measure the spiritual 
health of the churches in the South- 
east Convention, but the Year Book 
provides us with some interesting com- 
parisons. These statistics are interesting 
put of little value unless they provoke 
in us some genuine concern and strai- 
ght thinking. 

Comparing the Year Book of 1950 
with that of 1959, we note the follow- 
ing — a net loss of five churches and 
an approximate loss of 7% in member- 
ship — happily this is offset by a sur- 
prising 60% increase in Church School. 
This, in turn, is balanced by a puzzling 
paradox of a 10% decrease in young 
people’s organizations. 

In the nine year period, seven new 
churches came into existence, and we 
may presume the twelve we lost had to 
do with poor leadership. 

Within the last year two additivnal 
churches may be reported. Huntsville, 
Alabama, and Montgomery, Alabama, 
the latter just getting started due to the 
enterprise of a layman known to many, 
Millard Fuller. 

It is our hope that we will soon have 
veason to call upon you to put the 
Church Builders Club into action. If 
you know unchurched areas, keep us 
informed, This fellowship of ours can 
only grow when all of us help it grow.

Report Of The 
Women’s Fellowship 


One of our Mission themes for this 
year, “Go Ye Into All the World”, hes 
become more real to me as I have tra- 
veled throughout the Convention as a 
representative of our Women’s Fellow- 
ship. 

I have attended 24 meetings, which 
is about two months away from home. 
This includes rallies, retreats, board of 
directors, and local churches of the 
Convention, national meeting «t Buck 
Hill Fal.s, Pa., and regional meeting at 
‘Talladega, Alabama. 

Through these meetings I have not 
oniy promoted Women’s Fellowship 
work, but also the Southeast News, 
United Church Herald, Guide Post, Our 
Christian World Mission, Christian 
Higher Education, «and the United 
Church of Christ. 

The Fellowship has grown in many 
ways, An increase of Woman’s Gift and 
State Expense, of better attendance at 
meetings, of the 60 active fellowships, 
49 were represented at the Spring Rel- 
lies. The Convention Fellowship now 
has a budget of $900.00 as an _ out- 
growth of the planning session at At- 
lanta, we now have many trained and 
active leaders in the Convention to car- 
ry on the work. 

Many thanks to the women of the 
Convention, and all others who héeve 
helped to make this one of the happiest 
and best years of my work in Women’s 
Fellowship.

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The Superintendent’s Corner 


Once again it falls to me to present 
to you various statistics reiating to the 
Southeast Convention. Some of them 
are of more than passing interest. 

According to the best of our calcu- 
lations there now are 114 churches in 
the Convention — two less than last 
year, The total membership of the 
churches is 9529, a decrease of 49 from 
last year. These figures give cause for 
concern. Of the 114 churches, 6 are in- 
active. 

In order to reverse the trend in the 
decreasing number of churches and 
members we must put greater effort 
and more money into church extension 
and our existing churches must do a 
better job in securing new members. 

We report 97 Sunday Schools with 
a membership of 6135 —an increase 
over last year. Also reported are 46 
young people’s organizations, with a 
membership of 912 — and this also re- 
presents an increase. However, it is dif- 
ficult to determine whether the figures 
indicate actual growth or better re- 
porting on the part of the churches. 

The financial figures are better. As 
reported elsewhere, there is an in- 
crease of OCWM to $31,773. Total be- 
nevolences reported increased from 
$37,508 last year to $45,785 for 1960. 
The amount expended for “Home Ex- 
penses” increased from $406,404 in 1959 
to $414,838 in 1960. The value of church 
property increased from $3,533,700 to 
$3,754,000. 36 parsonages are reported 
this year — one more than last. 

What do these figures mean? I’m not 
sure, other than that they represent a 
challenge!

Several important developments have 
occurred during the past year and they 
are reported to the 
churches and the 
members of the 
Southeast Conven- 
tion with real joy 
andi thanksgiving. 


An eight room 
addition to Pil- 
grim Hall wes 
completed and de- 


dicated. 

The college was the recipient of a 
Harvest Festival, promoted mainly by 
Moderator John D. Schofield, Moder- 
ator of the East Alabama Association. 

The 100% renovation of and addi- 
tion of 15 new rooms to Kimball Hall 
with adequete bathing and toilet facil- 
ities was completed and dedicated. 

Through the generosity of Heifer 
Project, Incorporated, by way of chur- 
ches and individuals, many Evangelical 
and Reformed in Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, and Massacusetts, the college 
has a herd of 15 cows, one bull, and 6 
calves, the latter all born or purchased 
since Christmas. 

The first check from the National 
Women’s Fellowship for the new libra- 
ry, their Women’s Gift project for 
1961-1962, totalling $50,000.00, has been 
received in the sum of $15,655.45, The 
ccenstruction will be started when the 
total amount is in hand, 

The Churchmen’s Brotherhood, na- 
tional men’s organization of the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church, adopted 
the college as its 1961 project, meaning 
a gift of $30,000.00. The Executive 
Committee decided this should be in- 
vested in improving our science facili- 
ties, so a two-story addition to Elder 
Hall, with two new rooms on each 
floor, has been planned for the fall of 
1961, The project will include the cost 
of the building and brand new equip- 
ment which is sorely needed. 

The college is the proud owner (with 
the Bank of Wadley) of a 1961 9-pass- 
enger Ford station wagon, the first 
new car the college has ever owned. It 
is used, with two vehicles purchased 
frem the Alabama Surplus, to trans- 
port the athletic team, the choir and 
officials of the college on trips for col- 
lege business. 

Summer school will start on June 12 
and will run for six weeks. Applications 


\_vare being received, both for the sum- 


mer school and for the fall quarter,

Our national fellowship is setting a 
goal of $11,500,000 for OCWM by the 
end of 1962.

A RESOLUTION 


NO. 1 


WHEREAS it is desirable that im- 
mediately after the Constitution shall 
have been declared in force there be 
United Church Associations and Con- 
ferences for the purpose of performing 
the functions described in the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws, and 

WHEREAS it is provided in the Con- 
stitution that “Pending their reorgani- 
zation on a territorial basis, Synods, 
Conferences, Conventions and Associa- 
tions in existence at the time this Con- 
stitution is declared to be in force may 
act as Conferences and Associations of 
the United Church of Christ and may 
perform the functions thereof in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Unit- 
ed Church of Christ with regard to 
such responsibilities as they may have 
heretofore discharged. The Synods, 
Conferences, Conventions, and Associa- 
tions, with the counsel and confirma- 
tion of the General Synods, shall take 
the initiative in their reorganization 
which shall proceed with utmost dis- 


patch.” (Constitution, paragraph 33) 
and 
WHEREAS it is provided in the Ba- 


sis of Union with Interpretations: 

“(f) Congregational Christian chur- 

ches do not go out of existence at the 

time of the union of the two com- 
munions. In consummating this un- 
ion the Congregational Christian 

Churches and the Evangelical and 

Reformed Churches are uniting with- 

out break in their respective historic 

continuities.” and 

WHEREAS in order to effectuate the 
foregoing principle it is suitable and 
appropriate that in addition to the 
work it has hitherto carried on this 
Convention perform: the functions of 
an acting United Church of Christ 
Conference, 

Therefore BE IT RESOLVED that 
at such time as the Constitution of the 
United Church of Christ shall be de- 
clared in force and the By-Laws adopt- 
ed and thereafter, the Southeast Con- 
vention will act as and perform the 
functions of a Conference of the Unit- 
ed Church of Christ as described in the 
Constitution of the United Church and 
in the By-Laws of the United Church, 
while retaining unimpaired all its pre- 
sent powers and fulfilling its existing 
duties and obligations as heretofore, 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, pur- 
suant to all the above considerations

BE IT RESOLVED that this Con- 
vention request its directors and chief 
executive officers, proceeding with all 
dispatch and counselling with the ap- 
propriate representatives of the Gen- 
eral Synod, to take the initiative, de- 
scribed in paragraph 33 of the Consti- 
tution of the United Church, in the “re- 
organization” of this Convention as a 
Conference of the United Church of 
Christ, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that, 
in order that this Convention may be at 
all times fully informed regarding me- 
thods and progress with respect to the 
“reorganization” of Synods, Associa- 
tions and Conferences, the General Sy-

Report Of The Committee 
On Christian Social Action 


1. With the increasing use of alco- 
holic beverages in our country, espe- 
cially among our young people, we re- 
commend that our churches use every 
possible means to educate our people 
to the evils and consequences of alco- 
hol. An excellent booklet for study by 
both young people and adults is the 
May 1957 issue of Social Action maga- 
zine entitled “Alcohol: A National 
Problem.” Reprints may be ordered 
from the Council for Christian Social 
Action, 

2. Parents and other thoughtful citi- 
zens have been viewing with <!arm the 
large number of obscene magazines and 
pocket books on sale at news-stands 
throughout the country. Although the 
most effective way to combat this me- 
nace is through home training and our 
refusal as church members to purchase 
the material, there are other ways to 
deal with the problem. We recommend 
thet local church groups make a sur- 
vey of the situation in their communi- 
ties and discuss the matter with the lo- 
cal men responsible for displaying and 
selling the books and magazines. Most 
local dealers are forced to take this ob- 
scene material through « package con- 
tract, but they do not have to display 
or sell it. They are given credit for all 
unsold copies. Social Action magazine 
for November 1959 is a good _ study 
guide for action. 

3. Looking forward to the United 
Church’s organization on the Conven- 
tion level, the South and the South In- 
diana Synod and/or their successors 
be invited to send fraternal delegates to 
all future meetings of the Southeast 
Convention, 

4. All of us, and most especially our 
children, are being subjected daily in 
our homes to stories of sex and vio- 
lence through radio and television pro- 
grams. We recommend that our parents 
do at least two things to combat this: 
First, carefully select the programs 
their children are permitted to see; 
and, second, write letters of protest 1o 
the local radio and television stations 
earrying the program. The reaction of 
the public can and will have an effect 
on the type of programs presented. 

5. We recommend to our churches 
the three resolutions adopted by the 
Council for Christian Social Action and 
commended to the conferences, synods, 
and: churches for study and action. We 
urge our people to implement the re- 
solution on Migratory Agricultural La-
